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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 10, 19, 28-29 and 31 of the amendment filed 3/30/2007 are allowed. The 
following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of these claims: Nothing in the 
prior art anticipates or suggests, "first video sensing means for sensing a video of the real space, 
where a player experiencing an augmented reality exists, viewed from the objective viewpoint 
position, wherein the objective viewpoint position is a fixed position so that the player appears in 
the video sensed by said first video sensing means" in an augmented reality presentation 
apparatus for superimposing a virtual object in a real space, set forth in the base claim 1.
